far easier prescribed than adm inis­ 
tered. 
It ts easy for a man to sit in 
an editorial chair in Chicago and tell 
w hat ought to be done in Danville or 
Evansville or Wilmington. 
But if that 
w ere the wise course to pursue, it 
would be most difficult of execution 
by the officials of the disturbed local­ 
ity. 
The individuals in a mob find 
safety in their num bers, and, though 
the ringleaders be known, th e re has 
alw ays been difficulty either in c reat­ 
ing the sentim ent of getting the te s ti­ 
mony th at would be sufficient to con­ 
vict. 
This dem and that someltody shall lie 
executed simply am o u n ts to a clam or 
for a victim, a scapegoat who shall be 
punished for all the rest. 
W hile in 
every mob some are the leaders and 
some are the led, and, so. som e seem 
more guilty than others, all are more 
or less tarred with the sam e stick. 
Leaders could do nothing if Ihere were 
not the force In num bers: and so it 
appears that a considerable responsi­ 
bility rests upon those who simply are 
presen t—g reater than one m ight at 
first be disposed to place there. 
It. ‘*rr than punishm ent is preven­ 
tion, ; ad it cannot be that all m eas­ 
ures and precautions that m ight he 
included under that head have been 
everyw here faithfully tried. 
To stout 
jails aud courageous sin riffs 
there 
must be added a stronger law-abiding 
sentim ent: 
arid 
this latter m ay he 
m aterially aided by a revision of crim ­ 
inal practice—the elimination of jus 
tire defeating technicalities of defense 
and the trial of crim inals with the 
punishm ent of crime, not the defeat 
of justice, as the principal aim .—Co- 
lun bug Dispatch.

He steadfastly set his face to 
ward Jerusalem and came to 
earth 
that He might work out our salvation 
It meant death, but He was willing L* 
be offered on the altar of the world's 
redemption. What a miracle was in 
His face? 
Betrayal, abuse, the nils 
understanding of His friends, Gethsc 
mane.

It requires that we 
be men among 
men. This is the life of Cnrist and it 
is the life we are asked to follow.

The adherents ot these va­ 
rious forms ot faitn are not worship 
ping God, but merely their conception 
of God. i hey have their own idea of 
God and worship that. They have a 
certain phase of truth and they wor­ 
ship such a phase.

One of the Most Serious Problem s Con­ 


fronting T h is Country 


Today. 
One of the most serious problems 
confronting the country is the proper 
punishment for lynching. 
A Chicago 
paper urges the gallows, but that is 
far easier prescribed than adminis­ 
tered. 
It Is easy for a man to sit in 
an editorial chair in Chicago and tell 
what ought to be done in Danville or 
Evansville or Wilmington. 
But if that 
were the wise course to pursue, it 
would be most difficult of execution 
by the officials of the disturbed local­ 
ity. 
The individuals in a mob find 
safety in their numbers, and, though 
the ringleaders be known, there has 
always been difficulty either in creat­ 
ing the sentiment of getting the testi­ 
mony that would be sufficient to con­ 
vict. 
This demand that somebody shall he 
executed simply amounts to a clamor 
for a victim, a scapegoat who shall be 
punished for all the rest. 
While in 
every mob some are the leaders and 
some are the led. and, so, some seem 
more guilty than others, all are more 
or less tarred with the same stick. 
Leaders could do nothing if there were 
not the force in numbers; and so it 
appears that a considerable responsi­ 
bility rests upon those who simply are 
present—greater than one might at 
first be disposed to place there. 
H«“ *r than punishment is preven­ 
tion, : .id it cannot be that all meas­ 
ures and precautions that might be 
included under that head have been 
everywhere faithfully tried. 
To stout 
jails and courageous sheriffs 
there 
must be added a stronger law-abiding 
sentiment; 
arid this latter may be 
materially aided by a revision of crim­ 
inal practice— the elimination of jus 
tire defeating technicalities of defense 
and the trial of criminals with the 
morning on account of sud-1 punishment of crime, not the defeat 
of justice, as the principal aim.—Co- 
lun bus Dispatch.
